HONG KONG, March 5.—The rebel-
lion in Kwang province ls spreading
rapidly. Signs of unrest are already
apparent at Kwelin and Nankin, the
newly-opened river treaty ports. The
Canton viceroy has dispatched troops
to the wecne of the disturbances.

The rebel propaganda, which hax
spread fur snd wide, Includes the over-
throw of the Manchu dynasty, the
founding of & Chinese dynusty and
the helping of the oppressed and needy
Chinese.

MISSIONARIES MASSACRED.
Three Priests S8et Upon by Chinese and
Brutally Murdered,

VICTORIA. B. C. March {—Reports
of two massacres of missionaries In
China were recelved by the steamer
Empress of India this afterncon. In
Kansu, Fathers Vanmerhaeghe and
Bougaerts were murdered by & band
of Chinese, including soldiers, who at-
tacked the mission. Tne first-named
priest was killed instantly by & sword
thrust, but the latter lingered for five
days, suffering from terrible wounds.

Tt in stated the attack was made in
revenge for the deposition of the mom
of Prnce Tuan by the empress dow-
ager at the request of the forelgn min-
Isters.

The other massacre look place in
Kangshi, Father Jullen being attacked
while he slept and eruelly murdered.
